INDIVIDTJALIBM IN ART—M. WTHANASB 


COQUBRBL'B LKCTUIIB DB?OKS 
TUB 


NEW ENOUAKD IVOMAN'S CMB. 
Mr. Anthanaee Ooqnerel, fd», recently 


lectated in Boston boiore tba NPW Eng- 
land Woman's Club. Hia subject was 
Hembrandt, as an illustration of individ- 
ualism in art. 
The speaker said : Rom- 


brendt was, first of all, and abova all, an 
individualist in polid«*,in religico, in art; 
tbo greatest representative of individual- 
ism in art, though not the greatest of a,r- 
tista. Admiring Rembrandt niuoh, Mon- 
siear confessed to admiring Michael An- 
gelo, Raphael, and Leonardo de Vinel 
more, finding their work more beautiful. 
Bat Rembrandt was in some respects a 
more astonishing man. He labored under 
great disadvantages, but he made of his 
obstacles Btepping-atonep, of his impedi- 
ments opportunities. He was the last of 
the great painters, and tho first groat etoh- 
or; and this last was no mean or unim- 
portant distinction. He lived from 1000 
to 10G9, the greater part of tho time in 
Levden and Amsterdam, in which last 
place ho died. He never visited Italy, 
but he was by no means ignorant of 
Italian art- 
He 
had a 
most in- 


quiring 
mind. In company with a 


friend, bo bought a painting by Ginrgione, 
which used to hang in his audio. He 
was a great purchaser of engnvings at 
great prices. He proonred bu, te of the 
emperors, and everything else be could 
get to make himself familiar with, the ait 
history of Italy. But wtrilo he studied 
Italy be waa not conquered by her; he wa-s 
a neighbor, not a subject. An early 
drawing of his exists in which uo made 
an accurate copy of the Last Sapper, till 
he came to the three little windows nnder 
the raftere. These three little windows 
he did not like. Ha made one big win- 
dow instead, and changed the rafters to 
rays of light; sunshine and ehme wero his 
own dominion. 


The Datoh painters, before Rombraudt, 


had boon imitating Italy and borrowing 
tboir inspiration from her. So servile 
woro they that they even changed their 
names, and gave Italian forms to them. 
Rambrandt imitated no ono. He could 
not bear to see people copying what their 
own eyes had not seen. A great many 
people know how to paint or draw, who 
do not know how to see. Rembrandt bo- 
lievod that an artist's first lessen is to learn 
how to use his eyes. Ho labored under 
what would have been to a lesser man 
great disadvantages of climate, eky and 
light. Colors and outlines are very dis- 
tinct in Italy. The sky is blue and clear 
to a pro-'erb. The great Italians painted 
what they saw; but Rembrandt did not 
see the same. He lived in a damp coun- 
try, a country of miate, where ere 
few 
clearly 
defined 
outlines, 
and 


one 
sees 
objects 
as 
they 
break 


forth fiom surrounding fog. 
Colors 


are indistinct there, also, all taking some- 
what of the hue of mist. Moreover the 
country u level; no mountains, no great 
hills, even. Rambrandt peinted it as ho 
saw it. In this damp country people re- 
quire mote food than in thj clearer south; 
and so tbtiir outlines grow lees defined, 
lets shapely. You do not find the lithe 
symmetry of the Italian peasant in the 
full-fed Dutch bother, and Rembrandt 
painted the people, too, as he he saw them. 
Hia genius was truth, personal feeling, 
seeing with his own eye;. Ha was aa much 
a reformer in art as Luther was in religion; 
a rebel against tradition, against the rules 
established by Italian painters. So, in his 
pictures, he never painted distinct out- 
lines because be did not see them. But 
ho had great power. Whether you. will or 
no, yon must look first in his works at 
the precise spot which he desires you first 
to behold. Light and shade were his great 
secret. Color and ontline aro tho whole of 
painting, thought tho Italian painters; 
Rembrandt said no, light and shade should 
be the essential thing; and in his own 
pictures he made them so. 
Every- 


thing which be could not put into full 
light ho threw into almost complete dark- 
ness. He wanted hia pictures regarded 
fron a satisfactory distance, and one day 
told a visitor who came too noar, that oil 
painting was very unwholesome for the 
nose. 


Rembrandt delighted in fine toilets, fine 


jewels, heavy eilke; ho liked aleo Slowing 
oair and streaming gray beards. 
He 


loved to paint a beautiful woman is beau- 
tiful clothe?, and ho was nov r economi- 
cal of his jewelry. Ho was willing to 
buy jewelry, too, as well as to paint 
them; and the good elders of the church 
to which he belonged, were muoh exer- 
cised in their minds because Mndamo

DO TOBY ENJOY NATDBAL BKAVTT. 
The New York Nation wye: - 
There is reaoon for questioning whether 


women in this country are not gradually 
becoming disqualified formnoh enjoyment 
of nature. We hare spent same months 
in a neighborhood so famed for its land- 
scape beauty that it waa, at the time, 
visited by hundreds of strangers. Not- 
withstanding tbo faot that there were the 
most inviting groTes, ravines and moun- 
tains on all sides, far and near, that the 
temperature was generally agreeably oool, 
and the walks in several directions not at 
all difficult, it was rare to meet women 
on foot a mile away from the booses at 
wbioh they were staying; rare to meet 
them oat of doors' at all dressed other- 
wise than as for church or a shopping 
expedition. la their driving and sailing, 
it was obviously the social opportunity, 
not the scenery that was sought. A flower 
in the grow, a bunch of ash-keys, a birch 
truak, the bark suggesting the making of 
a house ornament, the most commonplace 
objects thus aesociatAd with indoor life, 
would at onoe take and completely with- 
hold'attention from the finest view. To 
have been onoe apon a certain road, or to a 
certain point, was a teaton for not going 
there again. We have seen also, recently, 
seven car-loads of people wait at Suspen- 
sion Bridge, the greater part all the time 
in their seats, for half on bonr of a fine au- 
tumn afternoon, but two of the whole 
number, and those men, taking the trouble 
to Btep the length of the train ahead, 
where, instead of the gloom of the station- 
houee, there was a view that -would re- 
pay a voyage across the Atlantic. 
To be 


sure, the greater number had been over 
the road, and had seen it before from the 
car-windows, as they passe d the bridge. 
Not one in a hundred of the women who 
can command a carriage in the park has 
ever been in the Ramble; not one in a 
thousand has oared to walk it twice. This 
lack of interest in nature is not often 
found in Europe except amonp the lower 
peasantry. The vulgarcst Englishwomen 
make at least an effort to appear superior 
to it, and they cannot do this without ben- 
efitting their children. At places of re- 
sort in Great Britain and Germany which 
may be compared with that we bave re-

wo have always found scores of women 
and 
girls, 
many of them showing 


by their attitude and occupation that they 
wero not oaly really enjoying but study- 
ing nature with earnestness and delibera- 
tion. If there is such a defect, and it is 
grovring npon us, how is it to ba account- 
ed for ? We are inclined to think that the 
too exclusively indoor life, with intervals 
of church, laotnre-room, and street, to 
which tiie better part of our women have 
been hitherto led, tends to disqualify them 
for observingly truly, and consequently for 
enjoying the beauty, of nature on a Urge 
scale. With constant training of hia fac- 
ulties,^ artist fesls that he can appreciate 
or fully enjoy a landscape the first time or 
the first hour that he looks np it. 


Our American homes are, in some re- 


spools, the best for women in the world, 
but they are far from faultless, and they 
do not, in all respects, compare favorably, 
class for clacs, with those of the old coun- 
try; and the weakest paint of our suburb- 
an and rural homes is their lack of open

the world to admire. He painted bimEeK 
also, and sometimes with two necklaces 
on at once of very preeions B tones. 
He 


painted portraits of noble knights and 
dames, and were princely magnificent, full 
of tbo pride of life, brave with jewels 
where t no sun struck them, heavy wi th 
gold and velvet. But i< he wss the finst 
painter of priticep, he was also the first 
painter of paupers; no one could paint 
rage as ho could, and tie loved to paint 
them almost as much aa jewels. 


One of hia celebrated pictures, the 


"Night Watch," in the museum at Am- 
sterdam, rcpteeonts a shooting club going 
out to fire at a mark. As it is broa-1 day- 
light, the name is somewhat of a misno- 
mer, but tho picture ia well known. A 
oock, which hsa already beon uhot, is in 
tho hands of a girl of ten or eleven. 
Tho 


child is, as usual, superb with jewels. A 
ray of light falls on her figure. In this 
ruy of light, of what color are her clothes? 
Yon look a little while, and BCD that her 
petticoat is blue, aad her sponcer yellow, 
but the colors are indistinct, as colors are 
in that land of dampness. 
They are all 


drowned in light, and they melt into each 
other. The mist through which yon ece 
her is the most poetical mint in the world, 
and the girl looks as iftaho was walking 
out of fairy talc. liombrandt is at once 
the most material and the most ideal of 
painters. He painted a botcher's stall so 
utterly true that it is repulsive; and a 
strong nngel rising into the ether with 
so much glory and majctty that yon for- 
get tho laws of gravitation, and believe it 
only ia the spiritual attraction which 
muk^a it impossible that a being BO noble 
should do anything but rise. 
His cudo 


figures, of bathers and the like, are so ugly 
and BO real that you cry out in despair to 
have them clothed; and ho makes a child, 
being carried away by an eagle, no dnioty 
darling, but a real and awfully frightened 
young'oao. its clothes slipped up to He 
waist, and its lips parted with the shrieks 
of terror which yon can almost hoar. 


But no ono seems so ideal ntf" ho in hit 


pictures on sacred subject;. It dees, not 
peed the presence of the Lard in the "Sup- 
per at Eaimaup," to make the picture 
shine with Hia glory. From tho chair 
whence He has risen ebines a flood of 
Ii)jht which irradiates the room, and his 
absence suggests yet more than would his 
presence. Rembrandt waa a Protestant in 
art, and hii finest etchings woio illuslra- 
tive of Bib'.e Ihemee. Those he treated 
never according to the traditions oi the el- 
dtf, but in accordance with bin own ideas 
of tho true and the possible. His method 
of torching was different from that of any 
other master. Ths first thing he did when 
he hod a house was to turn the garret of it 
into a study, or rather into omnerous little 
studiej. In each oae.'of these ho>hnt up a 
pupil, never letting ono studunt see what 
another one was doing. This waa his de- 
vice for" tecuting originality.. Often ho 
would give to all tha some snbjoct, but he 
insisted that they sloulci ask each other 
DO questions. Ho would have each one's 
conception thoroughly hia own.

method bis school became the most valu- 
able of schools—superior to all others by 
virtue of freedom of teaching and variety 
of subject.

cffices. Tho Union Hntnal Marios had 
about five hundred thousand- dollars on 
the ships, the Ocean one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, and the Commercial a 
little more than the Ocean. Nineteen 
Bedford ships are lost out of her fleet of 
twenty-fire; tbo oil market is completely 
unsettled, for not only has the entire 
catoh of the Arctic fl<set been lost, bat 
tho vessels with their outfits are also 
gone beyond recovery. 
In Boston on 


Monday tho price .of whale oil. jumped 
from sixty cents to one dollar per gaUon,a 
rise o! forty cents ever sale* made last 
week. Holders of the article m not in a 
hurry to sell even at this Urge advance, 
and no transactions arc reported, both 
buyers and sellers not haying yet fuffi- 
ciently digested the news to be able to 
ontor npon negotiations.

VERDICT OF THE Jouv.—Tho trial of 
John McDontld for Iho murder of James 
tlealhtrton on the 14th of August last,took 


oa Wednesday at MeadviUe, aad tbo 


jury rendered a verdict of murder in the 


degree. Tbe history oi tbe case is 


freth in the recollection oi oar readers. 
HealhertOE, a graj-nairod and deoropid 
old man, entered into a quarrel with Johu 
McDonald, a strong and .robust laborer, of 
middle age, on South F»nklin street, on 
the 'Digbc of th-j 14,h oi August lust. 
Heatherton waa intoxicated end abusive, 
which appeared to ftunoy McDouald so 
much that he threntencd 
to cut his 


heart out, shon!tl ho give 


him an opportunity. This incensed the 
old man to such a degree that ho followed 
McDjnaU, asd finally knocked him down 
with a fragment of brick 
The moment 


McDonald recovered from tha blow ho dc- 
hbtrjtely took a kaife from his pocket 
and rushiaa up to Hoitheiton ttabbed 
him to the heurr.'in two planes, either of 
which wounds was 8uffi;i=nt to bavo 
caused dui'.h. Tho witnesses, both for the 
prosecution and defense, swora to the facts 
substantially si above stated, but as tho 
murder could not have been classed among 
those of premeditated, according to the 
ordinary acceptation of the term, the 
jury brought in a verdiot of murder in 
tbe ecco&d degree. The crimo i?, wilh 
tho exception of the Wisncr murder, one of 
the darkest and most cold blooded which 
has ever disgraced ouflocal history. 
As 


well might the prisoner have attempted 
to "cat tbe hoiirt out" of a mere child, 
for the same provocation,'as to have com- 
mitted this horrible crime against a help- 
less and eemi-uHotic old man, when with 
the least effort, ue.could have secured him 
and bunded him over to the police 
Tho 


plea of self (Ufecss was evidently tbo 
,-hicld under cover of which tbe murderer 
hoped to gratify his brutjl resentment, a 
oonsidorublo time before tho de<d wns 
committed. To provoke abelpless inebriate 
to commit an naaaul t for the purpose of 
taking his life, cannot be looked upon in 
any other light than that of deliberate 
aodjoold bloodai murder, and tho perpe- 
trator may consider himself extremely for- 
tunate ia having escaped the penalty of 
death.
